GRAFFITI REMOVAL PROGRAM 

PRIOR TO BUDGET CUTS 2010-11 

 City performed graffiti removal for Public and Private property 
– Only public  

 Staffing consisted of two 2-person crews and one Senior 
Public Works Specialist – one hourly and one Senior Public 
Works Specialist 

 On average, the Public Works Center received 50 service 
requests per week – 32 service requests per week 

 On avg. 260,000 sq.ft of graffiti/year removed – 120,000 sq. ft 

 Removed graffiti within the 48 hour removal ordinance 
C.V.M.C. 9.20 – one to two weeks 

 Total estimated cost = $440,000 per year - $190,000

 Buff-A-Block Program: 

 Allow organizations, corporations, schools and residents to participate 
in enhancing city of Chula vista’s neighborhoods and communities by 
removing graffiti and litter. 

 It is a group or an individual effort on behalf of residents to commit to 
“adopting” a particular location and ensuring it remains clean. 

 Is designed to be fun and educational, to promote civic responsibility, 
community spirit and to provide an opportunity to accomplish 
something positive. 

 Helps school children earn community service hours. 

 Locations can be on public or private property and can range from a 
single structure, or an area of one or multiple blocks. 

Operates with minimum supervision from the public works 
department. 

Provide all the recycle paint and supplies for volunteers and residents

 Cleaned over 1000 poles, signs and utility 

boxes 

 Spent over 1,200 hours cleaning
